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HINI1 vaccine rationing, slows SJUSD plans

The San Jose Unified School 
District’s ambitious plan to offer the 
HINI vaccine to all of its 32,000 


students has hit a speed bump. A 
second batch of the vaccine was 
delivered to Santa Clara County 
in a considerably smaller amount 
(8.800) than expected (50,000). 


Who gets a fast pass to the front of 
the line? People that are deemed 
high risk such as children under 
the age of 5, pregnant women, the 
extremely ill and the elderly.

Wendy Funes went to Kaiser 
in San Jose, one of the hospitals 
distributing the HIN] vaccine, on 
Tuesday, October 27 to get it for her 
two-year-old son Damien. The very 
next day they were all out of the shot 
but offered the live vaccine, which 
is only recommended for selected 
people, in the form of a nasal spray. 
Funes said, “I saw the news about 
children dying and the long lines 
forming so I decided to get my child 
vaccinated as soon as possible.” 

After an hour wait Damien 
received a half of a dose of the 
vaccine, because of his age, and 
will return in a month to complete 
the dosage. She says, “I feel more 
comfortable now that he has it.” 

Damien has insurance but 
those who will benefit most from 
SJUSD's massive undertaking are 
students who are not covered by 
medical insurance or do not have 
access to health care. Sull because 
of the limited supply across the 
country those students will have 


to wait 

District officials are active in 
moving forward to lay the ground- 
work for the vaccines’ arrival. The 
district is made up of 26 elementary 
schools, 6 middle schools, and 6 
high schools; the plan includes 
setting up two pilot clinics at two 
separate school sites where the vac- 
cine will be given. 

Marty Fenstersheib, Santa 
Clara County's public health officer 
has agreed to be the supervising 
physician for the SJUSD and its 20 
school nurses who will distribute 
the HINI vaccine at no cost to all 
students who want it. 

The SJUSD is in the process of 
printing literature to explain the vac- 
cine, the HIN1 virus, and the details 
of their plan to offer the free vac 
cine clinics. The district will send 
this along with permission slips for 
parents to sign within the next few 
weeks. The vaccine is forecasted to 
be available for SJUSD students by 
mid-November.<>

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Family Portraits Project, an annual 
event that gives many low-income 
and underrepresented neighbor- 
hood residents the chance to have 
their picture taken by a profes- 
sional photographer. As a part of 
the project, participating families 
each received a free photo packet 
and their portraits were incorporated 
in the digital mural designs. The 
murals were installed on MACLA's 
facade on South First Street and 
neighborhood small businesses. The 
latest murals went up on the facades 
of two neighborhood favorites and 
immigrant owned businesses, Sa-by 
Thai Cuisine (346 E. William Street) 
and College Market (502 S. Fifth 
Street) and were designed by artists 
Monica Limas and Curt Fukuda. 
The digital mural installa- 
tion reflects MACLA's ongoing 
commitment to use art to activate 
public space and encourage social 
dialogue. As residents see their im- 
ages and those of their neighbors 
reflected in the murals, people are 
encouraged to take ownership of the 
place they live in and connect with 
the surrounding community. Small 
businesses are chosen for the mural 
installation based on the idea that 
they are the backbone of the local 
economy and often serve as centers 
for neighborhood building and de- 
velopment. By activating the blank 
walls of local businesses a positive 
connection between residents and 
business owners is cultivated, ulti- 
mately resulting in a stronger and

California aumentó su inversión en programas de preescolar, lo que 
beneficia especialmente a la comunidad latina, pese a la crisis presupues- 
taria, señala un informe. Aunque California es el estado del país con el 
porcentaje de déficit más alto (35%) incrementó sus asignaciones presu- 
puestarias en 2% para 2010 en comparación con el año anterior, destaca 
el reporte “Los Votos Cuentan: Acción Legislativa en Pre-K Año Fiscal 
2010”, publicado por el Centro Pew. “Optando por proteger e incluso in- 
crementar los fondos para un preescolar de alta calidad, estos legisladores 
están apoyando familias trabajadoras dándole a los niños la oportunidad 
de entrar al kínder listos para aprender”, señala el estudio. 

El Estado Dorado incrementó su programa estatal de preescolar en 9.5 
millones de dólares para un total de 438.9 millones para el 2010. De esta 
cifra, 65.5 millones de dólares provinieron de fondos no utilizados en años 
anteriores, destacó el análisis. Una encuesta reciente del Instituto de Política 
Tomás Rivera señaló que más del 90% de hispanos considera importante 
que sus niños asistan a preescolar y el 97% los enviaría a esas clases si 
estuvieran disponibles en su comunidad. El Legislativo de California fue 
uno de los 13 en el país que incrementaron la inversión en programas de 
preescolar existentes para un aumento de cerca de 130 millones a nivel 
nacional.

California podrá perder 
control del sistema carcelario 


El sistema penitenciario de California podría pasar a manos del 
Gobierno federal luego de que un panel de tres jueces rechazara el plan 
del Gobernador Arnold Schwarzenegger para reformar el sistema. Los 
magistrados de la Corte de Apelaciones del Noveno Circuito ratificaron 
el fallo del pasado 4 de agosto que pide la reducción de unos 40,000 
reos de las 33 prisiones de California para aliviar la sobrepoblación. El 
plan que el Gobernador entregó a principios de septiembre a los jueces 
contenía directrices para reducir la población carcelaria en sólo 18,000 
reos, con unos 8,000 indocumentados cuyas condenas serían conmu- 
tadas para ser deportados a sus países de origen. Asimismo, los planes 
aprobados tanto por el Senado y la Asamblea estatal en un intento por 
evitar la liberación masiva de criminales, incluían la construcción de 
nuevas prisiones. 

Una reforma al sistema de libertad condicional y rastreo de con- 
victos también formaron parte de las discusiones entre legisladores y 
el mandatario republicano. La mayoría de los legisladores considera 
la liberación temprana de reos una amenaza a la seguridad pública, 
particularmente luego de las reducciones presupuestarias a las agencias 
del orden. Los magistrados federales, sin embargo, amenazaron con 
imponer su propio plan, que incluye conmutar las condenas de miles de 
reos si la Administración de Schwarzenegger no entrega una alternativa 
aceptable antes del 12 de noviembre. EFE

El Gobernador de Califor- 
nia, Arnold Schwarzenegger, 
firmó una ley que restituye 16.3 
millones de dólares a programas 
contra la violencia doméstica 
en el estado. La medida SB 3X 
de la Senadora Elaine Alquist 
restaura los fondos al programa 
y evita, al menos durante lo que 
resta del año fiscal, que varios de 
los 94 albergues en todo el es- 
tado cierren sus puertas. “Esto es 
algo muy positivo para familias 
que han sido devastadas por la 
violencia doméstica, y que que- 
daron victimizadas nuevamente 
por la política desequilibrada 
en Sacramento”, dijo Schwar- 
zenegger. En julio pasado, el 
mandatario republicano redujo 
el presupuesto del programa 
contra la violencia doméstica 
dentro del plan presupuestario 
para absorber parte del enorme 
déficit fiscal, que rebasaba los 
24,000 millones de dólares. El 
gobernador justificó sus accio- 
nes diciendo que el presupuesto 
enviado a su despacho no estaba 
balanceado. 

Para el albergue de WEAVE 
(Women Empowered Against 
Violence Inc.), de Sacramento, 
la noticia fue un alivio ya que 
por varias semanas, la entidad 
tuvo que imponer recortes tanto 
a su personal administrativo, 
legal y de apoyo psiquiátrico, 
así como enfrentar la posibilidad 
de cerrar por completo. Sin em- 
bargo, aún queda la incertidum- 
bre de lo que pueda suceder en 
el transcurso del año ya que los 
problemas fiscales de California 
no han quedado atrás y ya se 
anticipa otro déficit. Asimismo, 
el dinero es una solución tem- 
poral, ya que los 16.3 millones 
de dólares vendrán del Fondo 
de Combustible Renovable y 
Tecnología Vehicular, el cual 
tendrá que ser repuesto en tres 
años.

New Mexico 
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Expertos, funcionarios de la 
Policía y de los servicios socia- 
les alertaron en Miami y en todo 
EE.UU., sobre la importancia de no 
perder el combate contra el tráfico 
de personas, una forma moderna 
de esclavitud que fuerza a unos 
200,000 niños estadounidenses 
a la prostitución cada año. “Los 
traficantes venden a mujeres y niños 
en nuestras ciudades y calles y fuer- 
zan a un gran número de víctimas 
a trabajar en nuestros campos y 
fábricas”, señaló George Sheldon, 
Secretario del Departamento de 
Niños y Familia (DCF) de Florida. 
Sheldon hizo estos comentarios en 
la primera cumbre sobre tráfico de 
personas celebrada en el estado de 
Florida que, bajo el título “Recono- 


ciendo el problema, colaborando 
en una respuesta”, abordó la pro- 
blemática de la lucha contra las 
redes criminales responsables del 
tráfico de personas. 

De acuerdo con el Departa- 
mento de Justicia de EE.UU., entre 
14,500 y 17,500 extranjeros son in- 
troducidos cada año en este país por 
las redes de tráfico humano, y, según 
datos de la ONU, esta industria ile- 
gal genera más de 31.000 millones 
de dólares de beneficio al año. Los 
expertos recordaron que, de entre 
las 600,000 6 800,000 personas que 
cada año cruzan las fronteras inter- 
nacionales víctimas de estas redes 
criminales, un 70% son mujeres y 
un 50% niños. En total, 12.3 mi-

Members of Hispanic organizations from all over the country on 
Tuesday presented Latinos United for Healthcare, a platform to sup- 
port the health care reform currently being debated in Congress and 
designed to inform Hispanics about changes in the system. 

The National Hispanic Leadership Agenda, representing 29 orga- 
nizations, and the League of United Latin American Citizens decided 
to create an organization to channel their efforts in favor of health care 
reform, which they said is at “the most critical time” in the debate in 
Congress. “Congress will have no doubt what the stance of the Latino 
community is,” said LULAC president Rosa Rosales in a telephone 


conference call. 


Representatives of Latinos United for Healthcare will meet 
with members of Congress, Latino organizations and health care 


experts to ask for a reform that improves health insurance coverage, | 
emphasizes disease prevention and eliminates inequalities. This last 


objective requires, the campaign says, guaranteeing health coverage 
for all children with U.S. citizenship, independent of the immigration 
status of their parents. In addition, they are asking for the elimina- 
tion of the five-year waiting period for legal immigrants who want to 
receive Medicaid benefits, and for the abolishment of the verification 
requirements that can exclude U.S. citizens with low incomes from the 
system. “We have a once-in-a-generation opportunity to fix the health 
care system,” said Janet Murguia, president and CEO of the National 


Council of La Raza. 


Dr. Elena Rios, the president of the National Hispanic Medical 
Association, also emphasized the importance of prevention within a 
community that is developing more and more cases of diabetes and heart 
problems, illnesses that can be avoided with good nutrition starting in 
childhood. She said health care reform should dedicate more funds to 
disseminating messages about prevention in the media, in the schools 
and at other places where families regularly go. EFE

Ecuador busca fortalecer su 
presencia y ampliar la oferta de sus 
productos en el mercado de EE.UU. 
a través de las oficinas comerciales 
que el país andino abrió este año en 
territorio estadounidense. “Nuestro 
propósito como oficina comercial 
es posicionar la alta calidad de los 
productos de Ecuador y diversificar 
los que están entrando hacia lo que 
son los de mayor valor agregado”, 
dijo la Directora de la oficina de 
Nueva York, la economista Karina 
Amaluisa, que se inauguró ofi- 
cialmente en la Quinta Avenida.

Polémica en Colombia sobre 
aborto 

Una polémica se inició entre 
diferentes sectores de la sociedad 
colombiana por la decisión de la 
Corte Constitucional de dar cátedra 
en los colegios y hacer campañas 
sobre el derecho al aborto en caso 
de violación, malformación del feto 
y riesgo de la vida de la madre. La 
Iglesia colombiana señaló que con 
esta decisión, la Corte “está bus- 
cando todas las vías posibles para 
incrementar el aborto” en el país, 
según el Presidente del Tribunal 


Eclesiástico, Monseñor Libardo 
Ramírez, en una entrevista con 
el diario El Nuevo Siglo. Según 
Ramírez, la Corte pretende aprobar 
el derecho “a matar a un hijo” sin 
imponer penas, y además se está 
adjudicando “atribuciones” que no 
tiene para “dar órdenes” a la Procu- 
raduría y a los profesores. De esta 
misma opinión es el abogado Carlos 
Fradique-Méndez, para quien la 
Corte “se ha excedido en el ejercicio 
de sus funciones de control institu- 
cional y ha invadido campos que son 
exclusivos del Congreso”, según 
publica el diario El Tiempo. 

El representante de la Iglesia 
califica de “anticonstitucional” 
que exista un derecho simplemente 
porque no hay pena: “No se castiga 
a quien mata a los niños, pero sí se 
quiere castigar a quien no quiere 
matarlos”, añade.
